Negroes under the Federal Constitu- 
tion have the right to participate in 
State primaries and can not be deprived 
of that privilege by State laws, the Su- 
preme Court, in a unanimous opinion 
delivered yesterday in a case from 
Texas. It was brought by L. A. Nixon, 
who, under a State statute, was pre- 
vented from voting in a Democratic 
primary at El Paso at which both Fed- 
eral and State candidates were selected. 

The decision, delivered by Justice 
Holmes, is being closely studied by con- 
gressional leaders for its effect upon the 
much discussed question of Federal 
jurisdiction over primaries, raised in 
the Smith and Vare cases from Illinois 
and Pennsylvania. Senator Borah (Re- 
publican), Idaho, construed it as mean- 
ing, when carried to its logical conclu- 
sion, that Congress had control over 
primaries. 

It had been well established, the 
court’s opinion declared, that private 
damages could be caused by deprivation 
of political rights. The Texas law was 
described as a direct and obvious in- 
fringement of the fourteenth amend- 
ment, which, it was declared, had been 
adopted “with a special intent to pro- 
tect the blacks from discrimination 


against them.”

The Texas law prohibiting negroes from 
voting in Democratic primaries was 
passed in 1923 during the administra- 
tion of Gov. Pat M. Neff. No effort to 
repeal that particular section has been 
made by succeeding legislatures, al- 
though in 1925 a general revision of 
the primary election law was unsuc- 
cessfully attempted. 

The statute says that “in no event 
shall a negro be eligible to participate 
in a Democratic primary election held

The decision, invalidating an Ohio 
law, asserted that the system in vogue 
in several States by which inferior 
judges, such as mayors with judicial 
powers and justices of the peace, are 
dependent for their fees entirely upon 
convictions is violative of the consti- 
tutional guarantee of due process of 
law. 

The decision is based on a liquor 
case arising in Hamilton county, Ohio— 
Chief Justice Taft’s home county— 
where a fine was levied upon a citizen 
of that State and part of it then 
pocketed by a. magistrate-mayor before 
whom the accused was arraigned.

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RED TAPE IS BLAMED | 
- BY LIGHT COMPANY 
FUR IRREGULARITIES 


Crouse-Hinds Representatives 
Explain Signal Dealings 
With Col. Moller. 


SAY THEY WANT TO AID 


INQUIRY OF CITY HEADS 


Will Put All Correspondence 
Before Commissioners; 
With Them 2 Hours. 


Representatives of the Crouse-Hinds 
Co., of Syracuse, N. Y., called on the 
District commissioners yesterday to 
explain their dealings with Lieut. Col. 
I. C. Moller, suspended director of 
traffic and’ the resultant sale of traf- 
fic signals to the local government. 
They expressed themselves as thinking 
only of official “red tape” when they 
received a letter from Moller instruct- 
ing them to bill the government for 
signals in quantities differing from 


what they sent and when they obeyed 
the instruction and forwarded an in- 
correct voucher. 

A..F. Hills, secretary of the company, 
one of the two men with whom Moller 
had most of his correspondence, was 
the spokesman. He was accompanied 
by another official and the two were 
conducted to the office of Commis- 
sioner Proctor L. Dougherty by Repre- 
sentative W. W. Magee, who hails from 
Syracuse. 

Representative Magee called up the 
commissioners in the early afternoon, 
told them the Crouse-Hinds represen- 
tatives were in the city and. wolld like 
an audience. They were received by 
the three commissioners at 4 p. m. and 
the conference lasted until 6 o’clock. 


Moller Letters Included. 


The commissioners said that noth- 
ing new had been developed and that 
Mr. Hills said he wanted to assist the 
commissioners in every way and that 
he would place at their disposal all 
the records and correspondence of the 
company. This was understood by the 
commissioners to include the Moller 
letters, carbon copies of which Moller 
hid in his house, with other docu- 
ments bearing on the traffic signal 
scandal. 

“Was Mr. Hills asked what his com- 
pany thought when it received a letter 
instructing it to make a voucher 
against the government for signals 
otherwise than as shipped?’”’ Commis- 
sioner Sidney B. Taliaferro was asked. 

“Yes,” said Taliaferro, “they didn’t 
seem to think much of it- except that 
it was another example of red tape 
such as that to which they are accus- 
tomed in dealing with numerous cities.” 

Commissioner Taliaferro said that he 
and his colleagues are eager to get at 
the traffic scandal matter.

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Stricken Father Defends 
Self-Killed Boy’s Memory 


Allan H. Willett, in Plea to Public, Argues That High 
School Student Used Fatal revolver in Spirit of 


Bravado—Calls 


Death Accident. 


A broken-hearted father stood a peti- 
tioner before the tribunal of public 
opinion yesterday to ask for his dead 
son the benefit of the doubt—whether 
his death-was suicide or an accident. 

After the body of Allan Herbert Wil- 
lett, jr., 16-year-old student of Central 
High school, who shot himself dead in 
the school building Friday, had been 
cremated yesterday morning, his fa- 
ther, Allan H. Willett, made a state- 
ment in which he expressed the convic- 
tion that his son’s death Was accidental. 

The Rev. U. G. B. Pierce, pastor of 
All Souls’ Unitarian church, officiated 
at the rites yesterday morning, which 
were private. And facing a new world, 
in which a vacancy was made by the 
passing of his son, Mr. Willett peti- 
tioned for a correction of what he be- 
lieves an erroneous impression and an 
injustice to the name of his boy. 

Despite the coroner’s verdict that 
death was due to suicide, Mr. Willett, 
in a statement fraught with reason 
and entirely dispassionate, presents 
argument after argument attempting to 
show the act which caused his son’s 
death merely was a dramatic flourish, a 
piece of bravado intended to amuse his 
companion, Dorrance Kelly, who was 
with him at the time. 

The two boys were walking down the 
corridor on the third floor Friday morn- 
ing on their way to class when young 
Willett stopped at the q@rinking foun- 
tain in the northeast corner. His com- 


‘panion asked him which way he was 


going. Willett is said to have replied, 
“To hell, I suppose,” pulled the re- 
volver from his pocket and shot himself 
dead. 


Mr. Willett points out that in the 


range of probability this episode re- 
sembled much more an act of bravado 
than a deliberate suicide. This con- 
tention, he says, is given greater 
strength by the absence of any overt 
act to show intent of suicide. Mr. 
Willett expresses regret that his boy 
did not live long énough to make a 
statement, for he declares he is con- 
vinced he would have proved it an ac- 
cident. 

Mr. Willett says his son always was 
unusually fond of firearms and often 
had been reproved for carelessness in, 
handling them. The revolver with 
which he killed himself was owned by 
an older brother, he said.. It was 
found loaded in his possession several 
weeks ago, he said, and it was learned 
that he and a companion had been 
using it to practice on a target they 
had made. 

The revolver was taken from him, 
he declared, and put out of his sight 
and reach. Mr. Willett added fhat 
“we now have reason to believe that 
it was found by Herbert about two 
weeks ago and taken by him to the 
high school, where it since had been 
kept in his locker when it was not 
on his person, this, of course, without 
the knowledge of his parents.” 

The revolver, he said, was old and 
out_of repair, and the trigger was so 
worn as to make accidental discharge 
“only too easy.” Mr. Willett declared 
it was possible the revolver was acci- 
dentally discharged and that his son 
had not intended to snap it. 

He added that he had no reason. to 
commit suicide, for he was progressing 
at school, had been commended for 
his work, had a host of friends and 
was of a free and ingenious nature.

IN TALK TD CADETS 


Cites Red Menace and Dis- 
order in Other Parts 
of World. 


BEWARE OF HERESIES, 


HE SAYS 'TO STUDENTS 


112 Officers, Representing 3 
Regiments of Corps, 
Given Commissions. 


Military training as a contributing 
factor to .success:in civil life, as well 
as an efficient preparation for national 
defense, was stressed yesterday by 
Maj. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, com- 
manding general of the third corps 
area, in an address before the Wash- 
ington High school cadet corps, at an- 
nual presentation of commissions in 
the Central auditorium. 


Gen. MacArthur told the schoolboy 
cadets to combat the “heresies” circu- 
lated by propagandists demanding total 
disarmament. 

“No one who has seen war cares to 
look on its ugly face again,” he said, 
“but with the red menace in Russia 
and turmoil and disorder in other 
parts of the world, there is little doubt 
that some day our streets once more 
will be filled with marching men.” 

The speaker declared America may 
as well dismiss its physicians and 
community fire departments as to fail 
to maintain reasonable preparedness. 
He paid high tribute to the corps and 
the records of those who have passed 
through its course of training. 

“Although military in bearing,” he 
said, “you are not militaristic in be- 
liefs or ambitions.” 


Introduced by Kramer. 


The general was introduced by As- 
sistant Superintendent of Schools 
Stephen E. Kramer, as were Charles 
F. Carusi, president of the board of 
education, and Dr. Frank W. Ballou, 
superintendnet of schools, who spoke 
briefly. Carusi made known that 
President Coolidge had been invited 
to the exercises, declining because of 
pressing. business, but extending his 
congratulations to the officers of the 
corps. 

On arrival at the school, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur was welcomed by Col. Wallace 
M. Cragie, military instructor. and pre- 
sented to his escort, Company F, of 
Central, commanded by Capt. Rodney 
Hatcher, selected as “honor guard” in 
regimental competition.

Nathalie Seible Schley, widow of Buch- 
anan Schley, jr.. who was deputy col- 
lector of tne port of Baltimore in the 
administration of President Cleveland, 
died today after a fall or a leap from a 
window on the fifteenth floor of the 
Hotel Buckingham. 


The body, fully clothed, was found 
on a roof over an extension on the 
second floor by her son, Buchanan 
Schley, a cotton broker, who lived in a 
suite with his mother. 

Schley knocked at his mother’s door 
to greet her this morning and receiving 
no response, walked in. Looking out of 
the open window ne saw her body on 
the roof below. 

Mrs. Schley’s husband, who died 
here November 15, 1926, was for 20 
years a member of the New York Cotton 
Exchange and was a first cousin of the 
late Rear Admiral Schley of Spanish 
war fame. 

Manager Taylor, of the hotel, said 
no noves were left by Mrs. Schley and 
it was possible for her to have fallen 
from the window, as it was rather low. 
He said Mrs. Schley dined with her 
son yesterday evening and appeared to 
be in excellent health and spirits. 

John P. East, an attorney and a 
friend of the family; said the death of 
her husband at the hotel last Novem- 
ber, following an illness of two days, 
kad shocked Mrs. Schley. Since then, 
he said, she had been intermittently 
under the care of a physician. 

“You can be positive that this was 
not suicide,’ he said. 

With her son atid a party of friends, 
Mrs. Schley left the hotel last evening 
and dined out, East said. During din- 
ner and later at the hotel she com- 
plained of a toothache. When the son 
retired she was still awake. 

East believed that Mrs. Schley had 
paced the living room because of the 
toothache and had fallen when -she 
opened the low window.

Mrs. Stoble, 
enraged, drew a .32 caliber revolver she 
had been keeping for just such an 
exigency, she told police, and fired a 
bullet into Rosa’s face.

STONE HALL IS DESTROYED 


Wellesley, Mass, March 7 (By A. P.). 
Fifty Wellesley college girls, far from 


frightened by the smoke which billowed 
through _the laboratory where they 
were working, today savéd much appa- 
ratus and valuable botanical, specimens 
before flames destroyed Stone hall. 

Although the fire raced through the 
four-story brick building and burst 
through the roof within half an hour of 
its discovery, the girls continued thelr 
salvage operations until the college po- 
lice refused to let them continue be- 
cause of the danger.

Division of the patronage spoils 
under the prohibition reorganization 
act has split the militant prohibition- 
ists. Normally united in everything 


that concerns prohibition or its enforce- 
ment, the Antisaioon ieague and the 
Metkodist Board of Temperance and 
Morals are at odds over the selection of 
the man who is to be named .commis- 
sioner of prohibition when the new bu- 
reau of prohibition and customs is cre- 
ated in the Treasury Department.

Both candidates have been on the 
ground for the last week or ten days. 
They particularly were active during 
the time that the prohibition reorgani- 
vation bill was before the Senate, but 
it was thought at the time they merely 
were taking part in the drive of the drys 
to see that the measure passed. 


Carried to White House. 


Since, however, the feud has been 
carried to the White House by Senator 
Frank B. Willis, of Ohio, who is an 
ardent supporter of Haynes, who also 
comes from Ohio. It is reported Sen- 
ator Willis not only asked the Presi- 
dent to consider Haynes for the place, 
but informed him that Dr. Clarence 
True Wilson, head of the Methodist 
board of temperance and morals, was 
not in a position to speak for the Meth- 
odists, since Senator Willis himself was 
a member of that denomination. 

The fight in dry circles primarily is 
due to the fact that under the new 
law, which divorces prohibition enforce- 
ment from the bureau of internal rev- 
enue, the place which Haynes holds 
at present will be done away with. 

Instead of the present classification, 
the new law vrovides for an undersecre- 
tary in charge of prohibition, the place 
now held by Gen... Andrews, and un- 
der that two commissioners, one of 
prohibition and one of customs, and 
then two deputies in each section.

GLOTH TO ASK INQUIRY 
OF INTOXICATION CHARG

Following spetches against the es- 
tablishment of the proposed abattoir 
by the N. Auth Provision Co., of Wash- 
ington, on Columbia pike, Arlington 
county, by Charles Moore, chairman of 
the fine arts commission; Charles W. 
Fliot, city planner; Philip P, Campbell, 
former member of Congress from Kan- 
sas, and Frank G. Campbell, former 
president of the Arlington County Civic 
federation. More than 506 citizens at- 
tending a mass meeting in the Colum- 
bia Pike schoolhouse indorsed a resolu- 
tion offered by J. Cloyd Byars opposing 
the project. 

Mr. Moore declared Arlington county 
has come to the crossing of the ways 
and is faced either with a slaughter 
house and other classes of business that 
follow, such as soap and glue factories, 


or a series of parks and boulevards as 
are now being planned by the Federal 
government. 

“Arlington county is the entrance to 
the Nation’s Capital from the South,” 
he said. “The government has made 
extensive plans, two of which are the 
bullding of the Mount Vernon boule- 
vard and the Lee boulevard. Are you 
favorable or are you going to oppose 
that which is now in progress of clean- 
ing up? There is not today a decent 
approach to Washington. Maryland is 
now trying to do her part. What are 
the citizens of Arlington county going 
to do?” 

“Some people say 
slums in all cities. 
said Moore. 

“The government is being asked, and 
is planning to spend millions on this 
side of the river on parks and tne 
Mount Vernon boulevard. Now comes 
the plan to erect an abattoir. You may 
lose all the government is planning to 
do unless you are determined to sup- 
port the plans laid down by the gov- 
ernment. 

“With the completion of the Me- 
morial bridge and the Mount Vernon 
boulevard, I have no doubt but that 
the turning point of the future de- 
velopment of Arlington county will 
have been reached.” he said. 

Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant 3d. unable 
to attend the meeting, stated in a let- 
ter read by Charles Eliot 2d, that while 
the National Capital park and plan- 
ning commission has taken no action 
on the project, the commission is much 
interested in the ordinance passed by 
the board of supervisors Tfequiring a 
public hearing before any permit is is- 
sued. The letter continued: 

“It might be stated that the pro- 
posed site of the new abattoir is within 
3 miles of the White House and 
the group of buildings proposed under 
the new public building program. It 
is believed such a plant should not be 
permitted within 10 miles of any resi- 
dential or commercial area. 

Following the reading of the letter, 
Mr. Eliot said it is hoped everything 
possible will be done by the citizens of 
Arlington county to have enacted at 
the special session of the general as- 
sembly of Virginia zoning laws that 
will control the locating of plants of 
every character. 

The citizens now have two methods 
to follow to prevent the location of 
this plant, he said. One is to have the 
board of supervisors rescind its action 
in allowing the permit, and the other 
is for the citizens to get an injunction 
against the Auth company. 

“Arm yourself with the proper zoning 
laws and this never will happen again,” 
declared Eliot. 

Philip Campbell, former member of 
Congress from Kansas, declared: 

“If you start the growth of Arlington 
county now with slaughter house, 680 
will she go. If that is what the county 
wants, she should start with one in her 
front yard. The building of a $300,000 
abattoir will drive millions that would 
be invested in homes out, and will keep 
out people who would make their home 
in the county. 

“Millions will be made in Arlington 
county with the completion of the new 
memoria] bridge and the Mount Vernon 
boulevard, and the plans which have 
been worked out by the fine arts com- 
mission do not call for anything that 
resembles a slaughter house. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney William 
C. Gloth last night said he will re- 
quest Judge Samuel G. Brent to order 
a rule issued against him Friday in 
answer to the charges filed against 
him by Thomas D. Bailie in the peti- 
tion filed in the office of the clerk of 
the court Thursday asking his removal 
from ‘office on charges of drunkenness.

MELLON SUSTAINED

Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 
Treasury, who wrote an Official letter 
to President Coolidge on March 3, 1925, 
in which it was stated that the charges 
made by Charles B. Brewer, then a spe- 
Cial assistant to the Attorney General, 
concerning the alleged duplication of 
bonds at the bureau of printing and 
engraving, were baseless charges, will 
not have to defend the $500,000 libel 
suit filed in the lower court by Bréwer 
as a result of the letter and its publica- 
tion in the daily press, according to the 
decision of the District of Columbia 
Court of Appeals yesterday.

Tamatave Wiped Out by the 
Storm and Tidal Wave 
Last Thursday. 


DEATH TOLL IS UNKNOWN 


Paris, March 7 (By A. P.).—There 
was much anxiety in France tonight 
over the report that still another 
cyclone was threatening Madagascar 
and its neighboring French insular pos- 
session, Reunion island, nearly 500 
miles to the east. Madagascar wes 
swept by a cyclonic storm last Thurs- 
day, from which Reunion island also 
suffered considerable damage. 

The difficulty of communicating with 
the islands served to increase the un- 
easiness here. Both cable and wireless 
services were put out of commission 
by last week’s storm and the only 
means of obtaining news from this part 
of the Indian ocean now is by wire- 
less from ships at sea. 


No direct communication has been 
received from either island since a 
brief dispatch this morning from St. 
Denis, Reunion island, said a new 
cyclone of great intensity was threat- 
ening that island and it was feared the 
tempest already has passed over Mad- 
agascar. The ministry of colonies has 
little information from the islands be- 
sides what has been published in the 
newspapers. 

It appears that the town of Tama- 
tave, on the east coast of Madagascar, 
was virtually wrecked by last Thurs- 
day’s storm. The number killed in 
Madagascar Thursday remains a mat- 
ter of speculation. One estimate placed 
it as high as.500 and another today 
said it would not exceed 30. Tamatave 
was struck by a tidal wave, according 
to reports, which increased the damage 
to shipping. 

A number of small ships were sunk. 
The steamer Sainte Anne, from Mada- 
gascar, is missing and it is feared it 
may have been sunk.

The United States, by which Amer- 
icans measure other countries, has an area 
of some 3,700,000 square miles. Russia, 
however, embraces more than 4,000,000 
square miles of territory. The population of 
the United States is approximately 115,000,- 
000. The population of Russia is estimated 
at approximately 133,000,000. In other 
words, Russia is more than twice as large as 
the United States, whereas its population is 
not appreciably greater. The United States, 
in 1920, had approximately 500,000,000 acres 
of improved farm land. Russia, in 1923, had 
6,000,000 acres of farm lands controlled by 
the state, or 3.6 per cent of the total area 
formerly owned by private capital. Russia 
has 500,000,000 acres of forest, however, 
potentially agricultural when the timber is 
removed, and it is estimated that under de- 
velopment such as other civilized countries 
have enjoyed, she would have more than 
700,000,000 acres of cultivable land. 

When one recollects that in the United 
States there are thousands of acres almost 
uninhabited, one realizes that in Russia, with 
twice the area and a not much greater pop- 
ulation, there must be vast territories which 
still remaia unexplored. It was in such terri- 
tory that the new mountain range was dis- 
covered, and it is in such territory that other 
important finds will be made. No one knows 
what natural resources are concealed there. 


THE NEGRO’'S RIGHT TO VOTE. 

The United States Supreme Court has found 
that the constitutional guarantee’ giving 
negroes the right to vote applies to primaries 
as well as to elections. A law of Texas deny- 
ing to negroes the right to vote in Democratic 
primaries is set aside by the Supreme Court 
as being in violation of the Constitution, 
which not only gives citizenship and the right 
to vote to negroes, but denies to any State 
the right to withhold from them the equal 
protection of the laws. 

In some quarters this decision is construed 
to mean that the Supreme Court has extended 
to primaries the scope of Federal jurisdiction 
over elections. But the decision does not go 
so far. The question in the Texas case Was 
whether the State had denied to a negro the 
right to ‘‘vote.’ It was shown that the Demo- 
cratic primary Was conducted for the selection 
of candidates by voting. The negro citizen 
concerned, L. A. Nixon, of El Paso, showed 
that he was a Democrat and had voted the 
Democratic ticket for years before the passage 
of the law which denied to negroes the right 
to vote in Democratic primaries. The State 
of Texas, defending the law, alleged that the 
Democratic party in that State was a private 
organization which financed itself and whica 
had a right to lay down its own qualifications 
for membership. It was also contended that 
it was well known that the Democratic party 
in Texas was a white man’s party, and that 
white men have just as much right to organize 
their own private political parties as citizens 
have to vote at general eleetions. 

The sufficient answer of the Supreme Court 
is that all persons, whether colored or white, 
stand equal before the laws of the States, and 
that no discrimination can be made against 
them by law because of their color. 

The mistake made by Texas was in enacting 
a law denying to colored citizens the right to 
vote. Undoubtedly the white men of Texas 
can organize as many private parties as they 
please, and may exclude negroes; or the 
negroes may organize and exclude the whites; 
but the State of ‘Texas can not give these 
private actions the force of law. 

The question of extending the jurisdiction 
of Congress over primary “elections” is not 
covered by this decision. Prinraries are party 
selections of candidates, and not elections. 
But even in primaries the right to vote can 
not be abridged by the State because of race, 
color, or previous condition of servitude. 

This decision may have a pronounced effect 
upon Southern senators when they come to 
consider the Smith and Vare cases. Now that 
the United States Supreme Court has set aside 
a law which attempted to exclude negroes from 
yoting in primaries, it is hardly probable that 
Southern legislators will still further promote 
Federal control of elections by, supporting the 
idea that the Senate can assert jurisdiction 
over primary campaigns. 

The supremacy of the white man in some 
parts of the South can be maintained only by 
denying the vote to negroes. The nation has 
tacitly consented to the arrangement. If the 
Senate should extend its jurisdiction over 
primary campaigns, however, the question of 
the enforcement of the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments will force itself to the 
front. 


AIR TRANSPORT.

There 
is only one reason why Europe leads America 
in aviation at the present time, according to 
this authority, and that is because of the 
necessity of building and operating large 
fleets of planes in the war. The European 
public became used to the airplane, and wpon 
the cessation of hostilities turned to it for 
transportation as a matter of course. The

ART TREASURE TROVE. 

$0 years the University of 
Syracuse, N. Y., has been entertaining ‘an 
angel unawares. In 1875 Dr. Heinrich Wolfe, 
of Berlin. who is understood to have been the 
physician of Kaiser William I,-left a unique 
collection of carvings, photographs and works 
of art, especially portraits of scientisis, and 
the collection came into the possession of Mrs. 
Harriet Ball Leavenworth, of Syracuse. That 
lady in 1898 gave the entire collection to the 
college of fine arts of the university of her 
home city. Because of lack of appreciation, 
want of space, or lack of knowledge of the 
importance of the gift, the college authorities 
took no steps toward displaying the treasures 
which had been so easily acquired. Instead, 
they were piled in their original packing boxes 
But on Friday 
last Dean Bray, of the graduate school, an- 
nounced the discovery of the stored treasure. 
It is said to contain wood carvings which were 
the product of the second century, portraits of 
scientists dating back more than 1,000 years, 
embracing some 12,000 pieces, besides hun- 
dreds of fare books and evgravings relating to 
art and the sciences. 

Among the portraits there are said to be 
many examples of the work of the artists of 
the Renaissance. What is more important 
than all, at least in the estimation of the non- 
artistic public, is the announcement that ‘‘un- 
official appraisals place the value of the ob- 
jects which have lain forgotten for nearly 30 
years, at more than $30,000.

SPEED LIMITS. 


The District Court of Appeals has estab- 
lished definitely the right of the traffic direc- 
tor to reduce the speed limit for automobiles 
below the 22 miles mentioned in the traffic act. 
Some time ago the police arrested a driver pro- 
ceeding at a speed greater than the 15 miles an 
hour prescribed by the traffic director over cer- 
tain bridges. In police court the driver claimed 
that the law made permissible a 22-mile speed 
limit throughout the city, and filed a motion to 
quash the information. The judge concurred 
in this view. Thereupon the corporation coun- 
sel sued out a writ of error to the Court of 
Appeals, and the latter reversed the finding of 
the judge of the lower court. 

The fact that Congress intended to grant to 
the traffic director all authority necessary to 
control tehicular traffic should never have been 
questioned. It should be apparent also that 
there are times and conditions which make the 
22-mile limit dangerous, and that it is to the 
best interests of every one that a lesser speed 
limit be established and enforced. In the case 
of bridges, particularly, the number of recent 
accidents and tragedies occurring thereon 
should be all the reason necessary for the re- 
duced speed regulation. This right has now 
been established by the appellate court. 

‘ Every inch of the way leading toward ideal 
traffic control has been won against legal ob- 
stacles. In most cases the traffic director has 
come out victorious. Obstructionist tactics 
may serve to delay justice somewhat, but

SPEEDING UP PLANTS 


Waking up plants with narcotics is 
the latest novelty in agriculture, says 
the Journal of the American Society 
for the Advancement of Science. That 
small doses of ether or chloroform 
would stimulate plants has_ been 
known for some time and now R. B, 
Harvey and his associates at the Uni- 
versity’ of Minnesota have found that 
the newer anesthetics, ethylene and 
propylene, are still more effective. In 
experiments described before’ the 
American Society of Plant Physiologists 
they showed that the sprouting of cer- 
tain varieties of potatoes could be 
speeded up by putting them previously 
to planting in an atmosphere of one 
of these gases in the proportion of

236,000 WORKING HERE, 


SAYS BOARD OF TRADE 
Declares Washington Pays 
Larger Income Tax Than 
Ten States. 


The population of the District of Co- 
lumbia is 548,000 with approximately 
110,000 others who live in nearby Mary- 
land and Virginia and work and pur- 


chase in Washington, a survey outlining/ 


the commercial, financial and munici- 
pal activities of the Capital compiled 
by the Washington Board of Trade re- 
cently and made public yesterday re- 
vealed. 

Of this number 236,000 are employed 
in the District. The survey divides 
those emvloyed into seven groups with 
the government service obtaining the 
highest number, 665,025. The next 
group, manufacturing, comes second 
with 44,557. Approximately 143,000 
men are employed, while only 93,000 
women are working at gainful employ- 
ment. The salaries of the government 
employes amount to approximately 
$4,416,000 at each semimonthly pay 
day, the report discloses. 

Financial institutions made a con- 


, Siderable gain in clearances last year 


over 1925, the total clearance for 1926 
being $1,392,580,951 or an increase of 
$39,302,859. During the past’ year 240 
organizations held conventions in 
Washington, which sent approximately 
94,213 delegates here who left about 
$5,000,000 in the city, the survey points 
out. 
Tops Ten States in Taxes. 


“Washington pays to the United 
States government in the form of in- 
come tax an amount greater than the 
ten following States: Vermont, Mon- 
tana, Utah, Arizona, Wyoming, North 
Mexico, and Ne- 
vada. The amount paid in income 
taxes for the year ended. June 1926, 
by residents and concerns in the Dis- 
trict totaled $15,190,636.34, which rep- 


resents a gain of 22 per cent,” the sur-* 


vey stated. 

“While making no pretense to being 
a manufacturing city, Washington has 
in the neighbérhood of 500 manufac- 
turing industries producing finished 
products annually amounting to more 
than $67,500,000, among which are au- 
tomobile bodies and parts, beds and 
bedding, brick, building steel, chemi- 
cals, children’s dresses, druggists’ prep- 
arations, electrical machinery, flour, 
furniture, gas ranges and glass. 

“During the past year the total 
amount of building was 4.4 per cent 
less than 1925. However, apartment 
house construction in 1926 was 23 per 
cent more than 1925, while single fam- 
ily dwellings were 20 per cent less in 
1926 than 1925.

Now that Roman lore has 
sacked and ransacked to make an 
American holiday, in the theater—as 
witness “The Road to Rome’’—’tis but 


natural that thoughts of theatrical 
men should turn to Greece and its 
mythology. There is found leeway for 
the gods of all time, drunk or sober. 

When Robert Emmett Sherwood, edl- 
tor of a humorous periodical, dipped 
his pen into history, rewrote some of 
it to suit his fancy, equipped his char- 
acters with thoughts of the living 
present, put into the forum the 
speech of Forty-second and Broadway, 
he started a style and foisted a fash- 
ion.

The hand of 
the woman has assefted itself, and this 
is now the queendom of Ithaca, with a 
bevy of cake eaters infesting the palace, 
living on the good woman’s bounty, in- 
directly, simce prospective husbands 
have unlimited credit with the local 
merchants; but none willing to marry. 
Telemachus, son of Ulysses and 
Penelope, is a sissy. Curfew rings at 9 
o’clock each night. There is no balm in 
Gilead. These are the things Ulysses 
finds. So he goes forth to drink wine 
in the grog shops and later to have his 
fling with a village maiden, the while 
his trusty pal and companion of the 
voyages, Iro, falls for Penelope. 

A pagan theme, the story gets pagan 
treatment; so there are all sorts of 
outlandish and shocking scenes and 
situations—enough, in fact, to keep 
tongues wagging for many moons. 

Undoubtedly clever, the edges taken 
off “The Adventure’ even before it 
ventured on the stage of the Belasco— 
where its prototype ana protagonist, 
“The Road to Rome,” kicked up a lot of 
dust some time back. 

Lionel Atwill makes a manly Ulysses 
—and there is something superb in the 
acting of Hilda Spong who plays tke 
faithful Penelope. So far as its dra- 
matic contents go, everything moves 
along rather well up to a point in the 
third and last act when there is a 
perceptible falling off in action as well 
as interest; perhaps because any one 
withhalf of the faculty of insight knows 
what is on the way—tUiysses embarking 
for another adventure.,

1,200 Beds Provided With 
Sets to Welcome Back 
Leatherneck Friend. 


ENTERTAINER OBTAINED 
FIRST AIR EQUIPMENT 


Plea of Dying Fighter Result- 
ed in Gang’s Visit to 
Hospital. 


Far from the bright lights of Broad- 
Way and the new Roxy theater it is 
likely that Roxy’s most interested audi- 
ence last night was at Walter Reed 
hospital. For here it was not so many 
years ago that a soldier returned from 
France with a broken back, one night 
on a crystal set heard Roxy’s gang. Not 
long after Gladys Rice, a member of 
the gang, was singing in a Washington 
theater. The soldier, whose days were 
numbered, and who since has died, ex- 
pressed a wish to have her come out 
and sing for him. 

Miss Margaret H. Lowerfield, director 
of the Red Cross, communicated the wish 
to Roxy, a former marine, who not 
Only sent Gladys, but later Wee Willie 
Robyn, and. still later came himself, 
bringing the whole gang. This was the 
beginning of his interest in Walter 
Reed hospital and resulted in raising 
the fund which enabled this, the very 
first hospital in the United States to 
be equipped with radio. 

Last night every one of the 1,200 
beds was provided with a receiving set, 
200 extra headphones were provided for 
nurses and doctors, and 13 loud speak- 
ers were provided for the convalescent 
patients in the various sinha ua halls 
and recreation rooms. 

Furthermore, as Roxy’s personal guests 
a delegation of ten of the Walter Reed 
patients will go to New York Friday 
to be present at the formal opening of 
the theater. They will be in charge of 
Miss Lowerfield and Sergt. T. F. Pren- 
dergast, U. S. A., and were chosen from 
among those who had been there the 
longest and who “had been a credit 
to the hospital in every manner.” That 
one of these patients might be more 
comfortable on the trip Mrs. Marshall 
Field yesterday sent a brand-new wheel 
chair. 

And the last thing Roxy did last 
night before going on the air was to 
call up Walter Reed from New York 
on long distance telephone to ask if 
they were all set for the concert. An 
hour later the buddies sent through 
a telegram to him: “Your program is 
a knockout. We are listening-in 1,400 
strong.” 

And really, in spite of many con- 
jectures to the contrary, Roxy, after 
being off the air more than a year, 
came back with a bang. Principally 
because it was pretty much the old 
stuff, but done on a bigger and more 
pretentious scale. A realization of the 
latter was brought home in the very 
beginning by the singing of what was 
originally written for the piano, Ruben- 
stein’s “Kamenoi Ostrow,” with 100 
mixed voices accompanied by the full 
orchestra of more than 100 pieces. 

Roxy’s “hello everybody” was as 
natural as if he never had been off the 
air, but he was heard to make the re- 
mark perspiringly, ‘God love you, but 
I’m nervous.” Which probably was true.

Virginia Pays Nothing 
To Children’s Hospital 


Although it costs Children’s hospital 
$4.46 a day to care for each child ad- 
mitted to the institution, the District 
government pays only one-third of that 
amount for each patient sent there by 
the board 6f public welfare, and the 
State of Virginia nothing whatsoever, 
according to a report made to the board 
of lady visitors of the hospital. 

Not a single sick child was turned 
away from the hospital last year, the 
report stated, and during that period 
30,008 children of every race and creed 
received treatment. During the past 
month 374 children were cared for, with 
an average Of 145 a day, the highest 
in the history of the institution. In 
the dispensary 1,371 were treated and 
707 in the child welfare department. 


NATIONAL EMERGENCY 
IN RADIO IS URGED

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E have for today a number of 
W requests for recipes. But I hope, 
nevertheless, to get to our menu 

a reader has 
, written me asking about the leafy vege- 
tables, and she complains that although 
people far and wide seem to be crying 


the advantage to health of these s0- 
called leafy foodstuffs, nevertheless, she 
finds so few on the market and is 
obliged to turn to the vegetables that 
are roots, such as carrots, turnips, po- 
tatoes and so on. She complains that 
one’s family will not uncomplainingly 
submit ‘to spinach three times a week, 
and she asks me how to be healthy, 
happy and wise all at the same time 
in the choice of foods. I am aware 
that there words sound too much like 
the housekeeper to be attributed to the 
reader, but that is her thought, and 
her question is, “Miss Carey, what shall 
I buy?” 

First off, let me name ‘for you, G. B., 
a few of the “leafy’’ vegetables that are. 
to be found in our markets at some 
time during our year and many of 
which are found there at the same 
time. We have spinach—yes, of which 
your family is tired—and also lettuce, 
that need not be a salad only, but a 
creamed dish,’a baked dish, a soup, or 
cooked with meat. We have cabbage, 
that may be in soup, in salad, as a 
side dish, as a vegetable cooked by it- 
self, or as a creamed dish. We have 
chard, that may be used cold as a salad 
with a dressing flavored with garlic or 
onion, or as a hot vegetable. And also 
caulifiower, that may be used to stuff 
tomatoes for salad, with other of the 
usual vegetables as a salad, as a creamed 
dish, as a vegetable of itself, as an ap- 
petizer, or as a stuffing in certain 
meats. We have Brussels sprouts, that 
may be abused in almost any manner 
and still be delicious, but that are best 
cooked with a litle soda and salt in 
boiling water and served with salt, pep- 
per and butter. We have collards, that 
are a delicious vegetable; kale that dif- 
fers from spinach sufficiently in flavor 
to offer a change, and then we have 
turnip and beet tops that may be 
cooked easily and deliciously. How often 
have I stood in Center market by the 
side of a housekeeper buying diligently, 
and as I waited my turn heard her say: 
“Yes, take off the tops, I have no use 
for them.” We take home the beets 
and leave the tops, and yet if there was 
a child in the family these tops offer a 
good vegetable for a meal. But to go 
on—after the beet and turnip tops we 
have dandelion greens, that may be had 
for a song, or for the gathering in the 
spring, and water cress and onion tops. 
True, the onion tops can not be cooked 
as spinach, but they may be added to 
any number of things for flavor and 
mineral, and health aided by their be- 
ing there. 

So, you see, you may be healthy, 
happy and wise and not each spinach 
all of the time. It takes a good meas- 
ure of ingenuity to plan for a house- 
hold, nor is the planning all that is 
necessary, once it is accomplished. We 
assume a burden that we really never 
slip from under when we marry and be- 
come the governing hand of a family, 
and I feel so strongly on the subject 
of intelligent planning and working in 
the interest of better homes that are 


not all drudgery, but that are happy 


and healthful. 


Now, how about the recipes? First, |

Ginger Snaps. 

One pint of molasses, a cup of su- 
gar, a cup of butter and a tablespoon 
of ginger. Boil these together for pos- 
sibly five minutes and remove from the 
fire. Cool and add sufficient flour to 
make the mixture stiff. It will require 
about two quarts. Then roll to a thin 
sheet and cut and bake. This is an old 
recipe that comes from a. good cook, 
who lived in the old days of quarts 
and such like rather than cups and 
more modest measures. This may,. of 
course, be reduced, but care must be 
exercised to retain tne exact propor- 
tions. 


Sea Foam Candy (Mrs. D. Fort Bragg). 


Boil two cups of sugra, a kalf cup of 
corn sirup and a half cup of water 
together until a soft ball forms when 
dropped into cold water. Pour slowly 
into the beaten whites of two eggs and 
beat constantly with a rotary egg- 
beater until the candy begins to stif- 
fen. Add a cup of broken walnut meats 
and three-fourths of a teaspoon of 
vanilla. Drop onto an oiled paper and 
allow to cool and dry somewhat before 
sttempting to remove. 


Marshmallow 1 Dessert (x. ¥.) 


Place a pound of marshmallows in 
the top of a double boiler and add a 
half cup of water. When the marsh- 
mallows have disolved take from tke 
fire and pour at once over the beaten 
whites of four eggs. Mix together 
well. This is to be served with sweet 
cream. Was this the recipe you had in 
mind? 

We have found a recipe for butter- 
milk biscuit that seems to be very like 
the one you have described. We give 
it here and trust that if you wish less 
than the quantity made with a pound 
(4 cups), you will reduce the propor- 
tions, Miss Meade. 

Buttermilk Biscuit. 

One quart of flour, that has. been 
sifted three or four times. - Add to the 
flour a teaspoon of salt, lard or crisco 
the size of an egg and dissolve a tea- 
spoon of soda in a teaspoon of luke- 
warm water. The soda is to be stirred 
into a half pint of buttermilk (1 cup). 
Work these ingredients together quick- 
ly, handling the dough as little as pos- 
sible. Roll out a kalf inch thick and 
cut with a biscuit cutter. Bake in a 
quick oven about 12 minutes. 


We have not had a ham, or even a 
ham tenderloin, for a long time, and 
in thinking over the prospects for the 
menu for today it seemed to me that 
a ham would be something of an in- 
novation. Either a whole ham, a half- 
ham or a ham tenderloin may be pur- 
chased and we have had directions for 
the cooking thereof too many times 
to require that they be given again 
today.

Stuffed Celery. 

Cream one cake of Philadelphia 
cream cheese until soft and add to ita 
few drops of onion juice (not more 
than three at the most).

Fill the hearts of the celery 
and arrange on a small plate that is 
in turn placed in the service plate at 
each place at, the table. The cheese 
must have time to chill before serving. 
We have given a number of fillings for 
celery, and this will differ from the 
last. If we are to serve this delicacy, 
it is nice to vary the filling from time 
to time.

be invented, an old one is sent into the 
shop, overhauled,’ freshly painted and 
run out on the street.

A better ex- 
planation is that removal of certain 
diseases makes it possible to see others 
that were present but obscured under 
the old order. 

That seems to be the case with ty- 
Pphus fever. Under the names starva- 
tion fever, hunger fever, jail fever, 
prison fever and ship fever this disease 
has been one of the worst scourges the 
world has even seen. Fortunately we 
in America north of Mexico have never 
known what old-fashioned typhus was 
as the result of experience of our own. 

Although typhus has frequently been 
a most disastrous disease in Ireland and 
many thousands of Irish immigrants 
came to this country, they never 
brought with them enough typhus to 
disturb us. 

in his 


Hirsch monumental work 
makes this statement: “It is a note- 
worthy fact that the most careful 
search among the plentiful epidemio- 
logic records fails to discover in the 
literature of the United States a single 
statement as to the occurrence of ty- 
phus in the Mississippi valley or in the 
Western States.” 

A little old style typhus has come in 
from Mexico, but it has never gotten 
a foothold nor threatened serious bat- 
tle. Yet a species of mild typhus, 
sometimes called Brill’s disease, seems 
to be spread all over America. It was 
first noticed in New York city. 


And ‘now comes a report from Dr. 
Maxey, of the United States public 
health, that he has no difficulty in find- 
ing mild typhus in Montgomery and 
all around in Alabama and Georgia. In 
that section there has never been any 
immigration worth considering from 
Treland, Mexico or any other typhus 
country. Probably a little of this ty- 
phus could be found in all sections of 
this country if we could recognize it. 

As the soldiers know, old-fashioned 
typhus is spread by lice. That was the 
reason for the delousing stations and 
special bath houses around the army 
camps. | 

This mild form of typhus does not 
seem to be spread by lice. Maxey’s sup- 
position is that either rats, or mice, or 
both, is the reservoir in which this ty- 
typhus is kept alive. Occasionally a flea 
or some other insect which has been 
infected by a rat or mouse will quit its 
natural host and get on a man. It bites 
its new host and infects him. In this 
way the human family is occasionally 
fed this disease from out the reservoir. 

If this suggestion be correct, it sup- 
plies another argument for killing, 
starving out and otherwise controlling 
rats and mice.

A strong suit without a quick 

trick may be bid initially should 

the hand contain two quick side tricks. 
Before taking up the three hands 


given yesterday, it is advisable that the 
rule governing these cases be restated, 
s0 that there may be no misunder- 
standing of it. When a five-card suit 
is headed by Ace-King (two quick 
tricks), no side trick is required. When 
it contains more than one quick trick 
but not two, compensating side strength 
(which may be less than a quick trick) 
is required. When it is headed by Ace 
or King-Queen (one quick trick), one 
side trick is required. When it does not 
contain a quick trick, two side tricks 
are required. 

No. 1. Sp: King-Jack-x-x-x Ht: Ace-x- 
x Di: x-x-x Cl: x-x. The suit is headed 
by King-Jack (the strongest non-quick- 
trick combination of face cards) and it 
has a quick trick on the side; but it 
should not be bid because, with no 


quick trick in the suit, there should be 
two on the side. 

No. 2. Sp: King-Jack-x-x-x Ht: Ace- 
Queen-x Di: x-x-x Cl: x-x. Stronger 
than No. 1 because the side strength is 
an Ace-Queen, but for the reasons 
stated in No. 1 it should not be ‘bid; 
although with the high cards reversed 
and the Ace-Queen in the five-card suit 
and the King-Jack on the side it 
should be. 

No. 3 Sp: King-Jack-x-x-x Ht: Ace- 
King-x Di: x-x-x Cl: x-x. Should be bid 
because of the two quick tricks in the 
Heart suit.

MEALTIME. 


IN ees -unpleasant disorders 
have forced people to take close 
account of the food they eat. 
Comparatively few give thought to the 
way in which that food is digested and 
assimilated. To stop occasionally and 
remember once more how intricate 
and delicate a piece of mechanism the 
body is, invariably produces a good in- 
fluence on one’s eating habits—even 
though it be for only a short time! 
De you, for instance, remember your 
physiology studies, that food must pass 
through 22 feet of intestines before the 
nourishing qualities are forced into 
the blood flow—before the waste mat- 
ter can be eliminated from the body? 
The food, when it reaches the intes- 
tines, is forced through that long 


channel by the peristaltic action (a 
slow churning movement) of the tube. 
The complete action requires a num- 
ber of hours, and the slightest derange- 
ment in the natural calm of the per- 
son instantly halts this important proc- 
ess in digestion. 

This leads to a few do’s and a few 
dont’s to be observed during the period 
immediately following the partaking of 
the food. From what I’ve said in the 
preceding paragraph, please don’t get 
the thought that digestion is such a 
delicate action that one must lie down 
immediately after getting up from ta- 
ble. This little habit is a handmaiden 
to the old habit Obesity. On the other 
hand, one should not have luncheon 
and then immediately pick up the ten- 
nis racket and play_a strenuous set or 
two. Indeed, that“wvould be quite im- 
possible, for soon after the violent ex- 
ercise was started, the food in the 
stomach would feel as twenty pounds of 
lead, and, for hours afterward, the 
world would indeed be a dark and 
gloomy place. 


The happy medium, then; is fo eat 
leisurely and in a pleasant frame of 
mind. The latter point is so important 
because of the very close relationship 
of body and mind. Secondly, one 
should not go from table to desk, or 
allow just enough time to make a 
train. A certain period of leisure is of 
benefit to every one. I think one of 
the finest and most sensible ways to 
utilize that spare time is to walk with 
head erect, with eyes observing the 
hew and interesting, and punctuating 
the regular, nonchalant stride with 
deep breathing from the diaphragm. 

To most of us the luncheon and din- 
ner hours are the only breaks in very 
well-filled days—days of important 
concerns and interests that absorb 
much of our vitality. When you recog- 
nize that the digestive tract must be 
kept free from obstructions, either in- 
ternal or’ through outward disturb-
